Dear Harold, 

Your letter of 4/15 ! I don't have the Lehrer article on Quigley .... I sent 
the bulk of the DeBrueys report of IO/ 25/63 to you in N.O. (my letter of 5/18/68); 
will send again if necessary (about 20 pages).... Page 3> 4th paragraphs I don't 
have the WSJ article; there is no LIFE article (my reference was to the Oswald photo 
being in LIFE.) .... Enclosed as requested; partial transcript of INCA record ( 2 
copies); my CIA correspondence (CE 237); exchange with Archives on Quiroga reports 
(3?4-2l/68); exchange with Sourwine on Butler testimony; and those of my memos not 
mentioned in your letter (15 pp.), most of which, I am confident, I did send you 
earlier . 

Your 4/ 12: I haven't found '!Mark Holean" anywhere in Gary's Archives documents .... 

’Will get a copy of Archives Vallee letter from Jim .... I have nothing more on 
declassification, etc,, of documents, other than what I sent you and the enclosed 
letter of 8/17/66, from the Assistant A.G. ... 1 suggest you ask the Archives to let 
you see any further related material; I don’t want to order perhaps dozens of 
uninteresting pages, if avoidable. 

Enclosures, mailing of 4/15; I am mildly curious about Lattimer’s material, 
and would appreciate a copy, if it is only a few pages (or perhaps you could loan 
me what he sent you).... The stuff on the memo of transfer of the autopsy material, 
especially Marshall's letter to you, is indeed far out. You might try to get it 
from the Justice Dept, as one.. of the working papers of the Review Panel - presumably 
as such it could not be withheld. You might also assume it is a SS documentnand 
ask them directly. I suggest citing the Freedom of Information Bill specifically, 
using any forms and paying any fees specified, to suggest that you are inclined to 
carry the matter further. 

Remarks; I assume you and Nichols have noted CD 1269, withheld .... There is 
a confused reference to a Chicago ACLU lawyer (perhaps McDermid?) in Wade's testimony 
(which I am inclined not to take too seriously) - 5^240 ... .Agree with your letter 
to Moo (4/15) that CE 2812 is of interest - 1 wonder what kind of "research organ- 
ization" Alliance, Inc. is?.... Odum DE 1 is obviously heavily doctored - it is a 
dark figure against a dark background; cf . CE 237, especially around the belt loop 
on the man's "Eight. This seems to have escaped attention before, I think it reflects 
doctoring for publication (startling enough) but nothing more interesting. I have 
ordered some Archives material in this, and will pass it on. 

The Adm. Kinney named in my last letter was a wrong guess; the correct name is 
Edward C. Kenney (see enclosed). If he is still working in Ft. Lauderdale, the local 
papers might have picked up a comment on Finck's testimony. Perhaps Helen Hartmann 
could check for you. 

Thanks for the Ray letters ... Your 4/17; Hal had already discussed this matter with 
me; he didn't know what, specifically, you were referring to and was, as you know, 
quite disturbed .... Sylvia sent me your letter, and hers, to the NTT on Epstein. That 
article was the most amazing nonsense. Regardless of Epstein's intentions, I thought 
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he was too clever to pat his name on such transparent illogic about the single 
bullet theory, the head snap, etc. 

Received 2 copies of EM III (1 bound Xerox, 1 unbound NCR "carbon"). Are these 
both extras? (it is not clear from your letter of 4/l2.) Let me know if and when you 
want either or both back. I just went through it very quickly and will give to 
Hal and Jim, to go no further except Jim Eason, Harv Morgan, (and Joe Dolan ?), and 
Monroe Moen, if they are interested, Lifton has indicated that he would like to read 
whatever you publish, but I gather that you do not consider EM III published in this 
sense.,.. If you have an extra copy of HI that we could read and/or copy, it would 
be much more convenient than my microfilm. 

It's getting to be panic button time for my qualifying exams. Don't expect to 
hear from me for the next 2 weeks or so, but after that I will try to get myself and 
you caught up on some documents Jim has from the Archives, etc.
